Constructive Criticism 


HEN William Woodward was presented as 
guest of honor at the annual dinner of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America at Lexington on 
the evening of November 14, he took advantage 
of the occasion to offer a few well considered 
opinions on the state of racing and breeding. As 
Mr. Woodward is chairman of The Jockey Club, 
as he is one of the country’s most successful 
breeders, as he has had some 20 years of ex- 
perience in the world’s most intricate sport, as 
he is one of the most important links between 
racing here and in Europe, and finally, because 
there was plain wisdom in what he said, THE 
BLOOD-HORSE commends to the attention of its 
readers the text of Mr. Woodward’s address, to 
be found on page 571. 
Mr. Woodward took a bold position with re- 
gard to English recognition of the American 
Stud Book, not demanding such recognition on 
the grounds of economic fairness, but advising it 
“as a sane proposition” and “for the sake of the 
Thoroughbred.”” THE BLOOD-HORSE does not an- 
ticipate that the Messrs. Weatherby, keepers of 
the General Stud Book, are on the point of ex- 
tending the privilege of inclusion therein to 
America strains of doubtful origin, but it does 
believe that the brief statement by Mr. Wood- 
yard last week will accomplish more toward 
that end than all the railings of the last decade. 
Mr. Woodward's argument, in short, was that 
the breed will inevitably suffer if, in every gen- 
eration, a large portion of the best animals are 
automatically disqualified from becoming a part 
of the future pedigrees of the race. An argu- 
ment of such wisdom, and from such a source, 


will be most difficult to ignore. 
There was wisdom also in Mr. Woodward's 


admonition to racing commissions that the rules 
of racing are not of so fragile and independent 
a nature that they will bear a continuous round 
of change. The traditions of racing have been 
hardening too long in the mold of usage to be 
recast in a moment. 

Mr. Woodward's hope, ‘that no more states 
will join the procession” of those with legalized 
wagering is shared by THE BLOOD-HORSE, which 
has for some time been fearfully scanning the 


future. Whenever money becomes the end and 
racing the means, there is an inevitable lower- 
ing of standards, and whenever standards fall 
so low that sportsmanship is secondary to 
money-gathering, there is no assurance of per- 
manence. Legislators ought to be made to 
realize that such a principle is as true and as 
constant as the law of gravity. Let those states 
which would tolerate racing solely for its rev- 
enue understand that racing cannot tolerate new 
territory under such terms. 


Among the other points which Mr. Woodward 
mentioned was one which THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
inclined to emphasize because he was obliged to 
pass it over so lightly, namely, his suggestion 
of a uniform series of closing dates for stakes. 
This problem, though it could be solved easily, 
has been left alone for so long that it has 
reached a point of extreme confusion. THE 
BLooD-HORSE itself answers many a call from be- 
fuddled horsemen and farm secretaries who find 
it impossible to remember or keep record of all 
the closing dates in which they may be 
interested. 

As a modest suggestion, we would like to see 
the National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners consider recommending to the various 
tracks throughout the country that they close 
their stakes on a certain day of the most suit- 
able month, say, the first Monday, for instance, 
Thus owners and their agents would be able to 
make it a part of their routine to regard the 
first Monday of each successive month as the 
closing date of a number of stakes races. A 
few tracks which run unimportant fixtures on a 
hand-to-mouth basis, closing them only a few 
days before the running, would quite naturally 
disregard the national association’s recommenda- 
tion, but the great majority of important stakes 
could, we feel certain, be accommodated to the 
new routine. 

The above thoughts are a few of the many 
provoked by Mr. Woodward's splendid address. 
We congratulate the Thoroughbred Club of 
America on having set the stage, so to speak, 
for the presentation of one of the most con- 
structive critical essays ever presented by a 
sportsman of the American Turf.

Fall Successes 


IMLICO and Narragansett Park enjoyed 

wonderfully successful fall meetings. The 
attendance figures for the former meeting ran 
right at 10,000 per day, with the play around 
$300 000, an increase of some $20.000 daily over 
1934’s autumn sport. Walter O’Hara’s track 
handled over $800,000 on a single day, Pimlico 
in excess of half a million. The purses at Pim- 
lico are $900, those at Rhode Island’s lone track 
$1,000. There is little question but that both 
could hang out even more for horsemen. But 
there is a question as to the wisdom of such a 
move. One faction declares that purse values 
are commensurately too high by comparison 
with the sales value of horses now; the other, 
that a horse is worth all one can obtain for him 
and that increased purse minimums will boost 
the value of Theroughbreds generally, also in- 


creasing the demand. The breeders are in the 
latter group and should win out. Breeding is 
the backbone of racing, not a barnacle on the 
sport, as the average $2 bettor seems to believe. 
Race track managements will be inclined to see 
eye to eye with them. Competition among the 
tracks for material with which to round out 
programs insures the horseman a break.

The Years Ahead 


HE breeders among sportsmen look far into 

the future. The other morning, Robert L. 
Gerry was watching his New York-bred year- 
lings, a promising band, tried at Belmont Park. 
A filly by Sun Edwin—Question, for which he 
paid $500 in Virginia, showed good speed and 
action. Mr. Gerry remarked, “I’m a little un- 
decided about that filly. She is too small to 
breed to Peanuts and I can’t breed her to Chance 
Play, for her dam is sister to that horse.” Which 
reminds that the elderly John Sanford and the 
octogenarian Charles W. Leonard also buy fillies 
and rear them for their intrinsic value as brood- 
mares as much as for their promise as _ per- 
formers. That is as it should be. Too many 
owners now are considering only how much a 
horse may be worth to them as a betting 
proposition. It is well that all horsemen do not 
view racing from that angle.

ED REIGH’S Walden Handicap was the 
most important race since the Pimlico Fu- 
turity, although the Kilmer colt proved nothing 
more than we'd already known, i. e., that he is 
. One of the first flight. This he showed in the 
Junior Champion. Ned Reigh probably will gain 
the distinction of being the last good horse 
trained by Uncle Henry McDaniel, who declares 
that he is retiring from the profession at the 
end of the season. Eye-witnesses believe the son 
of Neddie and grandson of Colin may have won 
the Pimlico Futurity, except for being sloughed 
when making his move. Memory Book was the 
disappointing favorite in the Walden. He ran a 
winning race, making up ground on Ned Reigh 
while taking the overiand as that colt caught 
a spread along the rail. The son of *St. Germans 
looks and acts a natural router and is bred very 
like Twenty Grand, to say nothing of being 
bred like Jolly Roger on the dam’s side.

Mudless Tracks 


ACING men are awaiting with keen interest 

the success or failure Bay Meadows will 
meet with its chemically treated racing strip, an 
oval publicity agents assert will dry out much 
more rapidly than the ordinary course. If it is 
proven to afford the horses proper protection 
along with drying rapidly, other tracks will 
adopt this method. However, this scrivener must 
confess he is far more anxious that the walk-up 
barrier “catch on” at J. E. Widener’s Hialeah 
Park and replace the stall gates everywhere. As 
David Alexander, of The Morning Telegraph, 
jokingly asks, “What will become of the con- 
firmed mudders if the Bay Meadows idea does 
prove successful ?’’ Most horsemen are only hope- 
ful that the California tracks aren’t as hard this 
winter as in that of 1934-35. A long run of 
tough tracks, however, is costly to race tracks.

Bargains 


ARGAIN horses and ex-platers to make good 

in a really large manner were numerous 
during the major season. Top Row was claimed 
in °34 for $3,500 by A. A. Baroni and for that 
Reno horseman has earned over $80,000, twice 
beating Discovery. *“Azucar was acquired for 
$7,500 and, trained to race on the flat, won the 
$100,000 Santa Anita, taking rank second to 
Omaha among the leading 1935 money winners. 
A. G. Vanderbilt, who got more than his share of 
bargains, purchased Good Gamble for $4,500 and 
won some $35,000 in the Acorn, Test, Aqueduct 
Handicsp, Saranac, and other good stakes with 
her. He also took Identify for $3,500, and earned 
$28,225 with him. In addition, Identify is valued 
highly as a sire prospect. E. F. Seagram claimed 
Stand Pat for $3,500 and he won right at “thirty 
grand.” Sachsenmaier and Reuter purchased 
Roman Soldier for $7,500 and won $45,100 with 
him. Pat Knebelkamp made King Saxon, ac- 
quired for $2,500, win close to $50,000 on the 
year. The Futurity winner Tintagel brought 
$5,100 as a yearling and is at the top of the 2- 
year-old heap, with earnings of $76,000. Then 
there's Discovery, which was purchased at two 
for a reported price of $25,000 and only this 
year won over $100,000. The year has been a 
bargain for horsemen as well as track operators. 


LEXINGTON FALL SALES 


HE auctions held at E. J. Tranter’s Lexington 

Sales Paddock from Monday evening through 
Wednesday evening of last week made doubly 
sure the assurance that the Thoroughbred market 
is stronger than for years. The average was 41 
per cent higher than last fall, considering only 
the sales held at the Tranter paddocks and 
ignoring the W. R. Coe dispersal. As the Coe 
dispersal had indicated the demand for the best 
class of breeding animals, the other sale revealed 
the demand for the run-of-mine stock, and in 
either case there was evidence of genuine 
strength. Nor is it likely that any of the gain 
at the Lexington Sales Paddock auctions was 
due to an increase in the average quality of the 
stock offered; rather, it appeared that the horses 
sold at the paddock were not quite- up to the 
standard of the last few years. 

During the entire week there was not a single 
animal led cut of the ring without a bid, this 
despite the fact that some of the offerings 
promised to be certain liabilities. There were 
ether good signs. The sales did not depend upon 
a few buyers from one or two sections, but upon 
the most diversified group of purchasers, per- 
haps, which has been seen at the Lexington sales 
since Mr. Tranter erected his present plant. 
Most encouraging of all, as far as the sales of 
tne future are concerned, was the fact that so 
many persons came to Lexington with commis- 
sions to buy, but found the market suddenly 
above their limits. 

The Coe sale occupied the morning and after- 
noon of Monday, November 11, and the auctions 
at the Tranter arena weve finished in five 
sessions, beginning Monday evening. The re- 
sults of the Coe sale and of the Monday eve- 
ning session were given in last week’s issue 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE. The remaining summaries 
are given below. The sale by sessions:

The general average of $444.07 represents a 
gain of 41 per cent over the average for the 
Lexington fall sales of 1934, and is the highest 
since 1930, when the market was descending 
from the heights of pre-depression prosperity. 
The comparison of this year’s sale with each of 
the previous vendues held at the Lexington 


paddock:

Last year it was the yearling market which 
supplied most of the gain in the general average 
of the sale, yearlings averaging $341.19, brood- 
mares only $255.90. This fall the reverse was 
true. The average for mares jumped 75 per cent 
to $446.93, while yearlings were gaining only 37 
per cent. Weanlings remained at practically the 
same figure as in 1934. The comparison of the 
sales of this year and last:

Highest average for any of the more impor- 
tant consignors was that received by Roy Car- 
ruthers for a consignment of 10 mares, all in 
foal, from his Sycamore Farm in Woodford 
County, Kentucky. They brought $9,800, an av- 
erage of $980. Jack Howard, reducing the size 
of his stud at Rookwood Farm, Lexington, sold 
15 head for $9,100, average $606.66. The Wheatley 
Stable received $4,925 for nine head, average 
$547.22. The 21 mares which Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer shipped from the East brought $11,320, 
average $539.04. E. D. Axton, of Louisville, 
continuing the work of winding up the estate of 
his brother, the late Wood F. Axton, disposed 
of 13 yearlings for $5,035, average $387.30, and 
38 mares for $5,835, average $153.55. Two stal- 
lions were also sold with the Axton horses, 
Ormont going for $500 and Easter Morn for 
$200. The only other stallion sold in the course 
of the regular fall sale was *L’Aiglon, sold by 
Mrs. Fred C. Merry for $400. John Muth, of Lex- 
ington, bidding for General Azcarate, military 
attache of the Mexican embassy at Washington, 
made the successful bids on Easter Morn and 
*L’ Aigion.

$5,000 mark.” 

George Krehbiel, sports writer of the Detroit 
News, who attended the Lexington Fall Sales, 
wrote November 17 that Detroit residents ac- 
counted for the purchase of 34 head from the 
sale, for a total of $19,150. Imperial Farms 


Stable, owned by John Anhut, and Motor City 
Stables (Louis Lepper) were among the heavier 
buyers, Imperial Farms leading out 17 head. 
Jerry McCarthy, whose silks will appear next 
year for the first time, and Mrs. J. A. Black- 
wood were also among buyers from the Michi- 
gan city. According to Mr. Krehbiel, Lee 
O’Donnell, who purchased a Pompey weanling 
filly for $3,400, was buying for a Detroit owner 
whose name was not revealed. Most of the pur- 
chases were of racing stock, but four brood- 
mares went to Mr. Anhut. 

One of the most enthusiastic first-time visitors 
to the Lexington sales was young Ed Janss, Jr., 
of California. He was a buyer at the sales, and 
also purchased a few privately. From C. W. 
Damon he purchased the chestnut weanling filly 
by Tryster—Pelota, by *War Cloud; from A. B. 
Hancock, weanling fillies by Diavolo—Adequate 
and *Cohort—Flying Brigade; and from Col. E. 
R. Bradley he obtained the mare Blow Out, in 
foal to Blue Larkspur. He shipped them to his 
Conejo [jack rabbit] Ranch, about 30 miles up 
the coast from Los Angeles. 

The animal which attracted the most attention 
in the ring was Charles Asbury’s yearling chest- 
nut colt py Desperate Desmond—Aida McGee, by 
*McGee. This colt, foaled April 9, 1934, stood 
16 hands and weighed 1,200 pounds, but despite 
his size was splendidly proportioned and was 
quite showy. He was knocked down for $2,300 
to Thomas B. Cromwell, acting as agent for an 
undisclosed buyer. A disappointed runner-up in 
the bidding was Mrs. A. E. Reuben, of Toledo, 
owner of a prominent stable of hunting and show 
horses. Mrs. Reuben will have nothing but 
chestnuts in her stable. 

Earl B. Smith, who bought a splendid collec- 
tion of stock for Valdina Farms, had in the lot 
a weanling colt by Zacaweista out of Cross 
Village, consigned by Dr. F. A. Wehle, of Lex- 
ington. Largely in order to keep the weanling 
quiet during the trip back to Sabinal, Texas, 
Mr. Smith then bought Cross Village from A. G. 
Thomas, who had purchased the mare out of the 
sale for $300. 

Teodoro Viera, Porto Rican breeder, bought six 
head to be added to his collection of bloodstock. 

Charles E. Perkins, one of Flying Ebony’s 
owners, bought privately from A. B. Hancock 
two weanling bay fillies by Sir Andrew, one out 
of *Tread Lightly II, the other out of *Home 
Star.

When 60 residents in the suburbs of Maisons-

ARLINGTON DOWNS 


FTER a long season of bad weather, Arling- 

ton Downs, during the week which ended 
November 16, finally got a fast track and clear 
weather. On November 16, the final Saturday 
of the 21-day meeting, a crowd of about 20,000 
was present, attracted by the $15,000 added 
Waggoner Memorial Handicap. The race, pre- 
viously run as the Waggoner Handicap, was 
named for William T. Waggoner, founder of the 
Arlington Downs track and a leading force in 
the revival of racing in Texas. Mr. Waggoner’s 
death last year has left the conduct of the track 
in the hands of his sons, E. Paul, and Guy L. 
Waggoner. The seven races which supported 
the Memorial Handicap were named for events 
and places in the life of Mr. Waggoner, with, of 
course, the Last Roundup closing the program. 
The best of the supporting races was a six-fur- 
long handicap, run as the fourth race, which was 
won by Corsicana Stable’s Polish Beau, with 
Percy M. Pike’s Time Flight only a neck be- 
hind. 

Only three days remained of the Arlington 
Downs program, with an additional day of rac- 
ing, conducted by the Will Rogers Memorial As- 
sociation, to be offered on November 21. A 
number of owners will remain over for that day’s 
racing, and the Will Rogers Memorial Handicap, 
though having only a $700 purse, seems likely 
to include some good horses. Nominations close 
November 19. Entries are $5 each, with no 
starting fee. Net proceeds of the day will go 
into the Rogers Memorial funds of Dallas and 
Fort Worth, and advance ticket sales indicated 
a good crowd. 

With the close of Arlington Downs, racing will 
move to Houston, where a 21-day program will 
be inaugurated on November 23. The Houston 
track reports plenty of horses, and apparently 
the Texas winter meetings will have no difficulty 
in filling races. 


THREE D’S FUTURITY 

The Texas Breeders’ Futurity, inaugurated in 
1930, has undergone varied fortunes. In its first 
running it carried a purse of $2,000 guaranteed, 
and for the only time in its history had no horse 
from the Three D’s Stock Farm among the 
placed horses. In 1931 and 1932, before pari- 
mutuel betting was legalized in Texas, racing at 
Arlington Downs was considered tco unim- 
portant to include in the monthly charts pub- 
lished by Daily Racing Form. In the first of 
these years, behind J. A. Blackwell’s Lady Dever, 
Three D’s Helens Pride and Vestal Maid took 
second and third places. In 1932 a Waggoner 
horse won for the first time, Good Scout being 
followed to the finish by his stablemate Stride- 
away. In 1933 Three D’s made a clean sweep, 
running one-two-three with Money Getter, Open 
Range, and Morning Cry. Last year the same 
stable sent out Chuck Wagon to win the event. 
The sixth running ($1,000 added, 2-year-olds, six 
furlongs) was held at Arlington Downs Novem- 
ber 13. Three horses carried the Three D's 
silks, and finished first, third, and fourth, giving 
the stable the remarkable record of furnishing 
nine of the 18 horses in the six runnings of the 
event. The winner was Double Kerry (116) rid- 
den by Jockey J. Pollard. Double Kerry led at 
every post, winning by three lengths from J. 
A. Blackwell’s Witson (119), with Irish Ford 


(116) and Exchange Club (119) fourth. The 
others were My Prisoner (119), Carlue (116), 
and Laro Keys (119).

His dam, Double D., was likewise the 
first foal of her dam, and did not race. *Double 
raced in England as an unnamed filly at two, 
won one of her five starts, the Two Year Old 
Sterling Plate, and was imported to American 
in the same year. Double Back raced at two, 
placed several times, but did not win. She 
also produced Reflector (Coventry, Buckenham 
Stakes), and the winners. Couplet, Pillion, 
Whirlwind, and Homer. 


TOP ROW REACHES $100,000 


The third and richest of the Waggoner Me- 
morial Handicap ($15,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1% miles) was held at Arlington Downs 
November 16, final Saturday of the meeting at 
that track. The overwhelming favorite was A. 
A. Baroni’s Top Row (122), twice conqueror of 
Discovery this year, and asked in the Waggoner 
to concede from 12 to 28 pounds to the other 13 
members of the field. Besides Top Row, coupled 
with Ann O’Ruley (3-y-o, 105), only the Norman 
W. Church entry of Toro Nancy (3-y-o0, 110) and 
Riskulus (110) was held at less than 10 to 1 in 
the betting. 

Starter Roy Dickerson had the field away to 
a good start with no delay, and Eskay Stable’s 
Sweeping Light (110) was first out of the gate. 
Toro Nancy’s keen speed sent her to the front 
almost immediately however, and the filly was 
leading by a length after a quarter mile. Third, 
pressing Sweeping Light closely, was the abso- 
lute outsider, A. G. Tarn’s Martin Barton (94). 
The order changed slightly in the next quarter- 
mile. Sound Advice (3-y-o, 104), sprinted from 
fourth place to the front, leaving Toro Nancy 
in second place. Martin Barton displaced Sweep- 
ing Light for third. Less noticeable, but more 
important in the outcome, was Top Row’s move 
from tenth place to sixth. Away slowly, George 
Woolf had taken the Peanuts colt to the inside 
on the first turn, and began improving his posi- 
tion in the backstretch. In the third quarter, he 
took Top Row to the outside, and the little colt 
went swiftly into the lead. With three-eighths 
to go, Top Row was in front, pulling away with 
every stride. Sound Advice and Sweeping Light 
fell back, followed a moment later by Toro 
Nancy. Martin Barton lost ground by bearing 
out in the stretch, came again when straight- 
ened. From far behind came two unconsidered 
challenges. Lone Star Stable’s Rip Van Winkle 
(98), badly outrun for seven furlongs, rushed 
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up on the outside, and H. C. Rumage’s Our 
Count (110) responded gamely to a drive. But 
Top Row, leading by five lengths at the eighth- 
pole, was too far ahead to be caught. Though 
tiring rapidly, he was never really in danger, 
and came to the finish two lengths in front of 
Rip Van Winkle, with Our Count a half-length 
farther behind. Martin Barton, holding on sur- 
prisingly, was in fourth place, a nose behind the 
Reigh Count gelding. The others, in order, were 
Prince Torch (10914), Sarada (108), Riskulus, 
Bold Lover (105), Toro Nancy, Sweeping Light, 
Ann O’Ruley, Sound Advice, Advising Anna 
(103), and Blessed Event (9814). Time, :2315, 
747, 1:12, 1:374, 1:51, track fast.

LOUISIANA 


FAIR GROUNDS 


REPARATIONS for the opening, on Thanks- 

giving Day, November 28, of the Fair 
Grounds at New Orleans have practically reached 
completion. A number of the barns have been 
re-roofed, and the approach to grandstand and 
clubhouse has been rebuilt. The feature on the 
first day of the 99-day meeting will be the 
$1,500 Thanksgiving Handicap, and _ publicity 
from the Cattarinich-controlled track indicates 
that a meeting of Clang and Paradisical may 
come in this event. Plans are also being made 
for a special race between the two. No badges 
will be issued, General Manager Robert Eddy has 
said, and a general admission of 40 cents will be 
charged. Purses will have a $500 minimum, it 
has been announced, with featured purses rang- 
ing from $600 to $1,000 on holidays. The climax 
to the meeting will be the running of the Louisi- 
ana Derby, probably in March, with an added 
value of $5,000.

FITZ GERALD CLEARED 

OMPLAINTS that Christopher J. Fitz Gerald, 

steward at Lincoln Fields, had used undue 
pressure in forcing horsemen to fill certain races 
at that track, were dismissed November 17, 
when the Will County Grand Jury reported to 
Judge E. L. Wilson that the charges were not 
based on facts. 


NEW YORK 


PARI-MUTUELS UP AGAIN 

IOLLOWING Republican victories which gave 

that party control of the New York As- 
sembly, the prospect of submitting to the people 
of New York an amendment which would permit 
pari-mutuel wagering on horse races again ap- 
pears a possibility. Republican leaders have pre- 
dicted that the measure will be approved by the 
1936 Legislature. It has already passed one 
Legislature, and must be adopted a second time 
before it is submitted to the voters of the State. 
Last year the measure did not get to a vote, as 
the Democratic Senate, with Senator J. J. 
Twomey, author of the bill, who shifted his 
position, succeeded in blocking the passage of 
the bill. Since the Senate is still under Demo- 
cratic control, another change in position will 
be necessary, even should the Assembly endorse 
the measure. Among New York Turf writers 
recently there is a strong advocacy of a system 
which would permit both books and pari-mutuels 
to operate, giving the racing, rather than the 
general, public, a chance to make its choice. 


F. S. GOODWIN DIES 


New York papers of November 17 announced 
the death of Frederick S. Goodwin, former pub- 
lisher of Goodwin’s Official Turf Guide, an au- 
thorative yearly publication on racing matters 
until its discontinuance in 1908. Mr. Goodwin, 
who was 92 years old at the time of his death, 
was of English birth. He came to America as 
a young man, and for 35 years issued the Turf 
pubdlication, until racing was suspended in New 
York. He then entered the real estate business, 
together with his brother, John A. Goodwin, 
who was also associated with him in the pub- 
lishing venture. His brether’s death, in 1919, 
brought the real estate firm to an end. 


STAKES CLOSING DECEMBER 2 

Important stakes races to be run at Belmont 
Park and Saratoga in 1936, 1937, and 1938 will 
close Monday, December 2. Included among the 
stakes are the Hopeful, Suburban, Metropolitan, 
Matron, and Jockey Club Gold Cup of 1936; the 
Travers, Alabama, Belmont, Withers, Acorn, 
Cosching Club American Oaks, National Stal- 
lion, Futurity, and Lawrence Realization of 1937; 
and the Belmont and Lawrence Realization of 
1938. Advertisement of the stakes will appear 
in the next week’s issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE.

OREGON TRACK PLANNED 

The Rose City Jockey Club, recently organized 
by Harry L. Lewis, California promoter, will 
build a mile track, with grandstand and club- 
hoyse, at Portland, Ore., at an estimated cost of 
$250,000, Mr. Lewis announced at Portland. Mr. 
Lewis said that no stock in the club is for sale, 
and added that Frank J. Kiernan, Harry Roth- 
man, and Robert Walsh, all of Seattle, were as- 
sociated with him in the venture.

ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


London, November 6. 


HE season’s racing at Newmarket ended with 
the four days Houghton fixture October 29— 
November 1, and the sport throughout was bright 
and informative. Chief interest centered in the 
Cambridgeshire, a nine-furlong handicap, but the 
2-year-old running was of relatively greater value 
to serious students. The Cambridgeshire, with 
its field of 40 runners, the largest of post-war 
years, captured the imagination of the betting 
public up to flagfall, and no handicap in my time 
has been the medium of such heavy wagering. 
The story of the race is soon told, for the well- 
handicapped Commander III, drawn No. 36 on 
the supposedly worst side, raced virtually by him- 
self all the way, was never headed and passed 
the post a length and a half ahead of the 100- 
to-1 chance Man’s Pal, with the favorite, Finalist, 
a short head away third, Wychwood Abbot a 
head off fourth, Law Court fifth, Pegasus sixth, 
Boethius seventh, and Guinea Gap eighth. 
Commander III finished second, beaten half a 
length by Wychwood Abbot, in the race 12 months 
ago. He met the “Abbot’”’ on 26 pounds better 
terms last week, so that it is not surprising that 
the tables were reversed. Lest we should be re- 
proaching ourselves for not having backed the 
winner, however, we should note that The Blue 
Boy and Highlander, equally well handicapped 
with the top weight on last year’s running, fin- 
ished eleventh and last respectively. Moreover, 
Commander III had not shown much form to 
boast about in 13 previous outings this year. 
No doubt the Cambridgeshire nine furlongs is 
the ideal journey for Briscoe’s charge, for he has 
run his best races over this stretch. It may 
have been an advantage, also, that he was racing 
by himself all the way. I should not give the 
horse a character for courage, and if he had been 
in the middle of the field where the whips were 
singing, he might not have gone through with it. 
As the Cambridgeshire was run, we must 
rate Finalist and Law Court a little unlucky. 
They were interfered with at the Bushes by 
Man’s Pal who proved a bit of a handful for 
little W. Wing, capably though this little boy 
rides. Incidentally the winner was admirably 
handled by T. Hawcroft, one of Stanley Woot- 
ton’s apprentices. 

The honors of the race undoubtedly go to 
Wychwood Abbot. To carry 9 stone 10 pounds, 
close up fourth in such a field was the best per- 
formance I can recall in the race. Mr. O. V. 
Watney the owner of Wychwood Abbot, has not 
a breeding stud, and he is prepared to part with 
his horse as a stallion for £15,000. There is no 
better looking animal in training than this 
champion handicapper, and he would be, I should 
think, a fair stud proposition at the figure named. 
He is by the Abbots Trace horse The Black 
Abbot, out of Sweet Hainault, by Hainault. 
Briscoe proposes putting up Commander III 
for auction at the December Sales. The blinkered 
French-bred son of McKinley is a 5-year-old 
entire, but his stud value would not be great, 
and although he can gallop when in the mood, 
he is not an oil painting.

The 2-Year-Olds | 


OR the third year in succession, and the 
sixth time in 13 years, H. H. Aga Khan won 
the Dewhurst Stakes, for 2-year-olds over seven

furlongs. Last week’s winner was Bala Hissar, 
a handsome bay colt by Blandford out of Voleuse, 
the dam of Theft. He scored in impressive style 
from 11 rivals, outstaying Monument and Prince 
Aly in the last furlong of this testing course. 
Bala Hissar may not be rated as highly as Abjer, 
Mahmoud, and Bossover colt in the Free Han- 
dicap of this scason’s 2-year-olds, but he is by 
far the likeliest to win next year’s Derby and St. 
Leger. There was quite a fair amount of Derby 
wagers last week, and 9 to 1 is the top offer 
against Bala Hissar. Abjer at 100 to 8, Mah- 
moud and Bossover colt at 100 to 7 and Daytona 
at 100 to 6 are other quotations of enterprising 
ante-post bookmakers. 


Daytona returned to favor as the result of an 
easily gained victory in the Moulton Stakes (five 
furlongs) at the Houghton meeting. Jack Jar- 
vis’s charge is a handsome enough individual, 
but rather on the “flash” side, and I must allow 
that I have a marked preference for Bala Hissar. 
The latter in no way resembles his half-brother 
Theft, being altogether more imposing in ap- 
pearance than the vivacious wire-and-whipcord 
son of Tetratema. There is some similarity, 
however, in the action of the two colts. 

Frank Butters has left a lot to work upon 
with Bala Hissar. The colt had run only once 
previously, performing in green fashion when 
beaten by the more experienced Concordat at 
the First October fixture at headquarters. He 
was then round of barrel and cresty, but last 
week he was a little straighter in condition and 
he went through with his task in sober, business- 
like style. The Aga Khan’s previous winners of 
the Dewhurst Stakes were the St. Leger winners 
Salmon Trout and Firdaussi, and Zionist, Mrs. 
Rustom and Hairan. I can visualize all of them, 
and have no hesitation in writing that Bala 
Hissar shows greater promise than any. Through 
Blandford, the colt should get that little extra 
stamina that would have made a champion of 
Theft, and provided he makes normal progress 
he will make a very bold bid to win the Aga 
Khan his third Derby. 

Another notable 2-year-old winner last week 
was William Woodward’s colt Boswell, from 
Capt. Boyd-Rochfort’s stable. He won the Hurst 
Park T. Y. O. Stakes from the useful filly Veuve 
Clicquot and nine others. A son of Bosworth 
out of Flying Gal II, by *Sir Gallahad III, Bos- 
well was bred by his owners and shapes like 
a stayer. He holds the Two Thousand, Derby 
and St. Leger liabilities, and strikes me as a 
genuine sort. I should very much like to see 
Bosworth perpetuating the Son-in-Law line with 
offspring which are a cut above handicap com- 
pany. I think Lord Derby’s stallion is calculated 
to do this, and it will be all for the good of our 
stock if he should take the place of the defunct 
Blandford in our list of winning sires. 

We can have tod much of the Phalaris blood 
as represented by Fairway, Manna and company, 
and the precocious Tetrarch strain through 
Tetratema, Mr. Jinks, etc. Sons of Bosworth 
wili be guaranteed of stout fibre, and if they 
resemble their sire in appearance they will com- 
pare favorably with any. I have never seen a 
grander specimen than was Bosworth on the 
day he won the Ascot Gold Cup. Later on, I 
hope to see the stock of another splendid Gold 
Cup winner, Tiberius, carrying on the good 
Son-in-Law strain. 
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Riders and Weights 


ROPOSALS of the stewards of the Jockey 

Club designed to encourage owners to employ 
apprentice riders were adopted by members of 
the Club at their meeting at Newmarket on 
Cambridgeshire day. In brief, the suggestions 
are that apprentices shall be eligible to claim 
the 5-pound apprentice allowance in all selling 
races (as at present) and in all handicaps up 
to the value of 500 sovereigns (instead of 200 
sovereigns as at present); that the allowance 
shall not be claimed after a rider has ridden 40 
winners, but that successes in races confined to 
apprentices shall not be reckoned in this num- 
ber; and that an apprentice shall not be de- 
barred from claiming the allowance three years 
after he has ridden his first winner, as now ob- 
tains. 


The proposals have met with a mixed recep- 
tion by the sporting writers, but in the main it 
is agreed that they are in the right direction. 
Official handicappers will not approve, for under 
the new order apprentices will be entitled to 
claim in fully 90 per cent of handicap races. 

The success of the changes, however, rests 
with owners. The majority show a profound 
dislike to putting up a stable lad on a horse 
which they think has a winning chance, and 
there seem to be few believers these days in 
the dictum of the late John Porter that “there 
is not the difference of a length of a walking 
stick between the best jockey and the best ap- 
prentice.” That there is a present dearth of 
talent among light-weight jockeys cannot be 
denied. Few have any real style. Watch the 
majority of the boys in a finish with 51-year-old 
Steve Donoghue, for instance, and you will say 
that they ride like sacks of potatoes. 

There is, of course, a lot of tosh written about 
encouraging the younger generation. When you 
have such capable seniors as Donoghue, Smirke, 
Carslake, Beary, R. Jones, H. Wragg, Gordon 
Richards, Perryman, Weston, Dines, Nicoll, Fox, 
Nevett and half a dozen others, you cannot be- 
little the present-day standard of horsemanship. 
While these men are still in their prime a young- 
ster has to be extraordinarily good to make a 
show. 

The doleful ones say “the old ’uns cannot last 
forever” but the majority of those named look 
like lasting for a good many more years, and as 
they drop out there will assuredly be others to 
take their places. It has always been so, and 
it occurs to me that the height of absurdity to 
grow despondent regarding the prospect when 
the old ’uns retire. They drop out, almost im- 
perceptibly, one by one, and the ranks are filled 
again. The Turf world carried on when such 
supreme artists as Fred Archer and Danny 
Maher were out of their prime. The premier 
sport will survive the gentle passing of Joe 
Childs and Steve Donoghue, and if we do not 
develop into biased old gentlemen who waggle 
their heads mournfully as they recall the jockeys 
of yesteryear, we shall hail with proper en- 
thusiasm the rising of new stars. 

If I thought that there was any real need for 
revolutionary action in regard to this jockey 
question I would tackle it on different lines from 
those adopted by the Jockey Club Stewards. I 
would put up the weight for age scale by ap- 
proximately 7 pounds all round, raise the maxi- 
mum weight in handicaps from 9 stone 7 pounds 
to 10 stone 7 pounds and the minimum from 6 
stone 7 pounds to 7 stone. 


It has always seemed prepostrous to me that 
9 stone 7 pounds should be considered a maxi- 
mum weight for a Thoroughbred to shoulder in 
flat races. Admittedly it is burden enough for 
many of the frail weedy-looking horses that we 
see, but the stock would be all the better for 
being purged of such light-boned, narrow-girthed 
specimens. 

We set 2-year-olds to carry 9 stone and fre- 
quently a penalty on top of that, as a matter 
of course, but when they are mature animals 
we talk about them being “overweighted” with 
such burdens even in_ sprint’ races! Old 
‘chasers can carry 12 stone 7 pounds over three 
or four miles of difficult country but Windsor 
Lad, which is as hefty as most Grand National 
winners, must not be burdened with more than 
9 stone or thereabouts! 

I can see no logical objection to raising the 
weights as suggested, and such a change would 
allow innumerable fine horsemen to don silks 
again, and would remove the bugbear of wasting 
for a great many who now ride. 

Sooner or later, such a reform is bound to be 
made, for the simple reason that the supply of 
“midgets” is running short. With our present 
higher standard of living, there are not so many 
undersized lads of the type from which trainers 
recruit stable helpers. Moreover, a life of 
starvation does not make appeal to a more en- 
lightened generation. The little chap who, 50 
years ago, would have undergone all manner of 
privations in order to realize an ambition to be- 
come a jockey, is now more inclined to allow 
himself the luxuries of the table and buy a 
motor-bike. If you raise the scale of weights 
the way will be made much more easy for a 


normally minded individual to take up the pro- 


fession of race-riding, and you would have, so- 
cially, a better-class company of jockeys. 


MASSACHUSETTS 


AGAWAM PARK’S SEASON 


HE first meeting at Agawam Park during 

October resulted in a loss of $160,000, accord- 
ing to Beau Belmont, of the New York Morning 
Telegraph. A meeting of creditors was held at 
Boston November 14 for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the future of the plant. There is also 
an outstanding cost of about $250,000 on the 
construction of the plant, and it was said that 
creditors were anxious to liquidate. Bonds on 
the track total $640,000, and may be purchased 
for half their face value. The difficulty of the 
track is apparently its situation. There is no 
railroad spur to the property, and roads leading 
to it are incapable of handling very heavy 
traffic. 


SEVEN OUT OF 10 


Last year the entire yearling output of J. O. 
Keene’s Keeneland Stud was sold in a group to 
the Bomar Stable of Charles Bohn and Peter A. 
Markey, of Detroit. Of the 10 yearlings sold, 
seven have won this season as 2-year-olds; 
Grand Slam ($68,095), Lovely Girl (six wins), 
Beth Bon, Night Play, Come Home, Jack Patches, 
and Grand Girl.

NARRAGANSETT PARK 

HE close of racing in New England for the 

year came at Narragansett Park November 
19, when the second of two charity days was 
held. The regular program closed on November 
16, bringing the total number of racing days 
at the Pawtucket track this year to 70. The 
pari-mutuel turnover for the year averaged 
$415,892 daily. Figures for the three meetings:

In 1934, when two meetings, totaling 59 days, 
were held at Narragansett Park, the total pari- 
mutuel turnover was $23,196,362, an average of 
$393,158 daily. On the heels of the announce- 
ment of the support the track had received this 
year, Walter E. O’Hara said that he planned to 
inaugurate a New England Futurity, endowed 
with $25,000 added, and a possible gross value 
of $65,000. The closing date for the stakes, first 
to be run next year, will soon be announced. 
There will be a $10 entry fee, with a $100 fee 
on May 1 and August 1, 1936, and with $500 
additional to start. The race will be for 2-year- 
olds at one mile and 70 yards. 

The feature of closing day was the Wanna- 
moisett Handicap, and was won by *Crossbow 
II, which showed a considerable liking for the 
muddy going which prevailed, as well as for 
the mile and 70 yards distance. A supporting 
feature resulted in a victory for Mrs. C. Crane’s 
Ladfield, which scored a nose victory over Rock

BOWIE OPENS 

IMLICO’S 13-day race meeting came to a 

close November 14, the track showing a 
comfortable increase in patronage over that of 
last year’s fall session. The average turnover 
in the pari-mutuel machines was approximately 
$297,000 daily, an increase of about $24,000 over 
the handle of the 1934 fall meeting. The Mary- 
land Jockey Club, which operates the track, of- 
fered good racing during the short session, the 
most important change from last season being 
the revival of the Pimlico Futurity, dropped 
after the 1932 running.

Besides the increase in betting, 
there was also an increase of about 13 per cent 
in attendance over last year, and since the 1934 
meeting was rated as a success, the meeting 
which has just ended should show a fairly good 
profit. 

On November 15, the Bowie track opened for 
what will be the last race meeting in the Mary- 
land season, and, with the exception of a minor 
meet at Charles Town, the last racing on other 
than winter tracks this year. The first Satur- 
day, November 16, was marred by cold, raw 
weather, which held attendance down to about 
7,500. The principal events of the day were the 
W. P. Burch Memorial Handicap, won by Howe 
Stable’s Cycle, and the Prince Georges Autumn 
Handicap, won by Mrs. Deering Howe’s Only 
One.

BAY MEADOWS OPENS 

NCOURAGED by the success of the Tan- 

foran meeting, William P. Kyne’s Bay 
Meadows track opened November 16 for a 21- 
day session which likewise appears to be headed 
for a successful conclusion. Closing day at Tan- 
foran saw the record pari-mutuel turnover of 
$204,334, bringing the total for the meeting to 
$2,727,551, a daily average of $104,906. Opera- 
tor John W. Marchbank said that the venture 
was a profitable one, but did not mention the 
amount of the profit. Paid attendance at the 
meeting totaled $200,056, indicating a daily av- 
erage of 7,654 persons. 

At Bay Meadows, Manager Kyne predicted a 
total turnover of $2,250,000 for the meeting, or 
an average of about $107,000 daily. This is not 
greatly in advance of the daily average of $102,- 
102 which was handled at the inaugural meeting 
in 1934, when an earlier opening, on November 
3, brought more conflict with football, and bad 
weather also operated to hurt the track. Though 
the first day’s entries showed only four horses 
which had come from tracks other than Tan- 
foran or Longacres, it was expected that more 
eastern horses will make their western debut at 
Bay Meadows, giving the track a better grade 
of sport than was the case at Tanforan.

TRACK SALE COMPLETED 


N November 13 the Federal Government de- 

livered to the First National Bank and Trust 
Company, of Lexington, a check for $67,725.50 
as payment for the old Kentucky Association 
property. A deduction of $7,000 was made by the 
Government for taxes. The property is to be 
used for the construction of model houses in the 
PWA housing plan, and under terms of the 
contract barns must be removed within 30 days, 
the grandstand within 45 days. 

On November 19 a two-day auction sale began 
at the track. The grandstand was purchased by 
the Thurman Wrecking Company for $1,950, and 
the clubhouse was sold to Stoner Ogden for $425. 
A number of barns, on the northern side of the 
track, brought prices ranging from $100 to $500. 
The sale was to be continued next day. 

Horsemen at the track were given notice to 
move in three days, and many were experiencing 
difficulty in finding a place to go. Some secured 
accommodations at the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders Association track, and others went to 
private tracks. There is now little prospect that 
Keeneland will be able to offer a training track 
for some time, but quarters for horses which may

Mere Play’s first 
foals came to the races in 1932. He has had 
small crops, but had out eight winners last 
season, including three 2-year-olds. 


It was announced in Lexington November 16 
that Hugh Fontaine, who managed the racing 
and breeding interests of W. R. Coe’s Shoshone 
Stud prior to the dispersal of that establishment 
November 11, had accepted a similar position 
with the Brookmeade Stable of Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloane. Mr. Fontaine, who patched up 
Ladysman to win the 1934 Suburban Handicap 
and run second in the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap last winter, will have charge of the 
racing string and the stud of Brookmeade Farm.

DEATH OF J. N. MARKEY 


Funeral services were held at Lexington No- 
vember 19 for John Newton Markey, 67, of the 
Old Keen Place, who died at the Good Samari- 
tan hospital on the morning of November 18.

He was associated with the Keene 
brothers in the office of the racing establish- 
ment which they conducted. 
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THE WOODWARD DINNER 


HE annuai testimonial dinner of the Thor- 

oughbred Club of America, now well es- 
tablished as a regular part of the calendar of 
events at Lexington, was held on the evening of 
November 14 at the Lafayette Hotel, with 
William Woodward, chairman of The Jockey Club 
and an international figure in the sport, as the 
guest of honor. Approximately 250 well wishers 
gathered at the dinner, whose setting was sug- 
gestive of Belair, the famous Maryland country 
seat which has been owned by Mr. Woodward 
for about 35 years and which has been the home 
of blooded horses for nearly two centuries. 

Two of the former recipients of the gold pin 
indicative of life membership in the Thorough- 
bred Club were on the platform with Mr. Wood- 
ward, namely Col. E. R. Bradley and Joseph E. 
Widener. Desha Breckinridge, who was the 
honor guest at last year’s dinner, has since died. 
When Toastmaster Thomas R. Underwood in- 
troduced Colonel Bradley and later Mr. Widener, 
they received prolonged applause; at the men- 
tion of the name of Mr. Breckinridge, the gath- 
ering stood in silent tribute. 

The formal part or the program began with 
an address by Terry P. Smith, Mayfield, Ky., 
farmer, banker, and humorist, who kept the au- 
dience in laughter. Warren Wright, of Chicago, 
owner of Calumet Farm, discussed for a few 
minutes the non-profit track now under con- 
struction at Keeneland, declaring that it would 
not only perpetuate racing in Kentucky, but 
would also be a benefit to the community and 
to breeders. 

Silas Hardy Strawn, of Chicago, long a lead- 
ing figure in the nation’s legal and, economic 
circles, was the principal speaker of the evening. 
In the course of his remarks, Mr. Strawn included 
the following brief sketch of Mr. Woodward’s 
career: 


We are met here this evening to honor a splendid 
American. He was born in the city of New York: 
received his A. B. degree and later his A. M. and his 
LL. B. degrees at Harvard. He was admitted to the 
New York bar in 1901. Too wise to engage in the 
practice of the law, he began his career as a banker 
with the Hanover Bank in New York City in 1903. His 
unusual natural ability, tireless industry and pleasing 
personality commanded the attention of the directors 
of that bank, so that he became its president in 1910 
and remained such until 1929, thence chairman until 
1933 and now honorary chairman. 

He is a trustee or director in several important in- 
dustrial and business enterprises. Notwithstanding his 
assiduous devotion to his business, he has given a large 
part of his time and liberal contributions to the support 
of charitable and educational institutions. It would be 
easier to name the clubs in New York City of which 
he is not a member than those to which he belongs. 

Perhaps the position of which he is most proud is 
that of Chairman of The Jockey Club, succeeding in 
that capacity Mr. Frank K. Sturgis and Mr. August 
Belmont, both of revered memory. He is _ peculiarly 
worthy of this great honor because of his distinction 
as a breeder of Thoroughbreds, his diversified knowl- 
edge of the Turf in all its ramifications, his unimpeach- 
able integrity and the position he occupies in the social 
and financial world. ... 

Some 35 years ago Mr. Woodward acquired the 
historic Belair estate. The mansion house of that estate. 
built in 1746, is regarded as one of the finest colonial 
houses now remaining in America. This beautiful 
structure, surrounded by some 2.500 acres of Mary- 
land's splendid grazing land, was the scene of many 
important events in the earlier history of our country. 
Governor Samuel Ogle was the first citizen of Maryland 
to import from England Thoroughbred race _ horses. 
Returning from London in 1747 to resume the Governor- 
ship of the colony of Maryland, he brought with him 
the stallion Spark and the broodmare Queen Mab, both 
of which exercised a great influence in the upbuilding 
of the American strain of Thoroughbred horses. 

In 1750 the Governor's’ brother-in-law, Benjamin 
Tasker, Jr., imported from England the immortal mare

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Selima, a @aughter of the far-famed Godolphin Arabian 
that he had bought direct from her breeder, the Earl 
of Godolphin. The original record of the purchase of 
Selima was discoveretd in the Godolphin papers but a 
few years ago. That discovery has for all time settled 
the facts of the history and breeding of this wonderful 
broodmare. It has often been stated that the blood 
of Selima runs in the veins of every high class Ameri- 
can race horse of the present day, with the exception 
of those which are descended from stock lately im- 
ported. 

In the year 1926 there was established at the Laurel 
course, but a few miles from Belair, the Selima Stakes, 
for 2-year-old fillies, which is one of the most valuable 
juvenile events of the year, being worth annually over 
$20,000. To the winner of this race Mr. Woodward at 
each renewal presents a superb piece of plate, given 
in honor of the great foundation matron whose home, 
when brought te America, was Belair. 

Although interested in horses for many years before 
that time, Mr. Woodward began breeding at Belair in 
1906, with a mare called Aile d’Or. Aile d’Or foaled 
Lion d'Or, sired by Heno, himself a high class race 
horse. Lion d’Or was very fast and won many notable 
victories on the metropolitan tracks. 

Later on, Mr. Woodward decided to go more exten- 
sively into the breeding of Thoroughbreds and trans- 
ferred his breeding stock to Claiborne Stud, at Paris 
in Bourbon County, Kentucky. Thence hitherto it has 
been his custom, when the foals are weaned in the fall, 
to ship them to Belair, where they remain until they 
are broken in their yearling form and go into the 
training stable. 

Mr. ‘Woodward's success in breeding winners has 
been noteworthy. With Gallant Fox in 1930 and Omaha 
in 1935 he has the unique distinction of having twice 
won the Kentucky Derby, the Preakness and the Bel- 
mont Stakes, the three great 3-year-old classics of the 
American Turf. He also bred Faireno, the sensational 
3-year-old of 1932. 

His winners are not confined to these three out- 
standing horses. He has bred and developed a large 
number of successful racers. In partnership with Mr. 
Marshall Field, Mr. R. A. Fairbairn and Colonel Arthur 
B. Hancock, he had the good judgment to purchase 
*Sir Gallahad III, the sire of Gallant Fox, which in 
turn sired Omaha. 

I realize it is really carrying coals to Newcastle for 
me to recite these facts with which you gentlemen are 


all familiar. I menton them merely for the record, as 
we lawyers sometimes say. 

Mr. Woodward's interest in international racing is 
well known. His colors are as familiar at Ascot, Epsom 
and Newmarket as they are at Churchill Downs, Bel- 
mont Park, Saratoga and Arlington. No foreigner is 
more welcome in that distinguished group of British 
sportsmen than this American. Annually Mr. Woodward 
sends a number of yearlings bred by him to be trained 
at Newmarket. He maintains in Ireland a selected band 
of mares, most of them of English and French blood, 
whose foals are raced abroad. 

Mr. Woodward is among those who promoted the 
$100,000 international race in 1923 between Papyrus and 
Zev and collaborated with Mr. August Belmont, then 
the chairman of The Jockey Club, in negotiating that 
memorable contest which was unfortunate only in the 
matter of weather. 

Therefore, I ask you, to whom could the Thorough- 
bred Club better do honor than your distinguished 
guest of this evening? 

The address of Mr. Strawn was followed by 
the presentation to Mr. Woodward by Thomas 
Piatt, president of the Thoroughbred Club, of the 
scroll and pin betokening life membership in the 
organization. Mr. Woodward then responded 
with a message apparently addressed not only 
to those present but to the entire group of men 
and women interested in the racing and breeding 
of Thoroughbreds. The text of Mr. Woodward’s 
address will be found on page 571.

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MR. WOODWARD’S VIEWS 
NOTE: Following is the complete address of 
William Woodward, chairman of The Jockey 
Club, at the dinner given in his honor by the 
Thoroughbred Club of America on the evening 
of November 14: 


AM delighted to be with you tonight and tc 

express my appreciation and thanks for your 
kindness in honoring me in this fashion. Some 
vears ago when I was a banker, I sometimes 
had the pleasure—which was a great pleasure 
—of finding an expression of good feeling and 
friendship for me from my associates, and it 
is always a happy moment for an _ individual 
when his associates in any line pay him the 
compliment of expressing their good will and 
approval of him. Having graduated from bank- 
ing and become a farmer and breeder, it is still 
a feeling of great happiness to be thought well 
of by my associates, and I take it that is the 
feeling towards me or you would not be here and 
I would not be here. 

I remember in 1914 I came here to buy a few 
yearling fillies. I knew no one here. I bought 
three; two died. I brought a colored boy with 
me by the name of Slocum, a great character, 
a great horseman, a great negro. The morning 
I met him on the corner of the Main street, his 
eyes were staring out of his head and he said, 
“So this is Lexington, Kentucky.” And so I 
say to you tonight, after 21 years during which 
I have come to know your country and can 
look about me among my friends—and many of 
them my very good friends—So this is Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky. 

I thank you with all my heart. 

I suppose that I can ventilate my ‘mind with 
freedom tonight. I also suppose there are some 
newspaper men here, and if there are, I hope 
they will be kind about their headlines so as 
not to misinterpret any remarks I may make. 
I would think that newspaper writers would 
want to choke headliners, for when they do their 
best to write the truth, the headliners do their 
worst to misinterpret it. I want to speak like 
that great knight of the human and equine 
race, Bayardo, “without fear and without re- 
proach.” 

The first thing I touch upon is a thing very 
near my heart, but it is a delicate subject. As 
you know, The Jockey Club has a very pleasant 
and satisfactory’ relationship with Messrs. 
Weatherby and Sons, of London, owners and 
publishers of the General Stud Book of Great 
Britain. Our friendship and relationship in the 
interchange of information or whatever else 
may come up is a very courteous and agreeable 
one, which I sincerely hope will continue as 
long as time lasts. I am very anxious to see 
the day, before I shuffle off this mortal coil, 
when those gentlemen will recognize our Ameri- 
can Stud Book in its entirety. I may say that 
I have taken up the matter informally with 
them, but have received very smail encourage- 
ment. I do not want any one line of horses 
recognized; I want the recognition of our book 
in its entirety. I have never said this publicly 
before but it seems to me that this is a very 
appropriate time to say it, first, because of the 
character of this gathering; secondiy—and per- 
haps far more important-——because of the signal 
victories of animals carrying American strains 
in England in the last few years; and thirdly, 
because of the ominous results for the Thor-

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oughbred of the world if the English Stud Book 
and the American Stud Book do not come to- 
gether. 


The first edition of the English Stud Book, 
Volume 1, was published in 1793 and covered a 
period. of about 90 years. The mares on which 
it was founded were Arab, Barb, and Turkish 
blood, plus the royal mares, all of which were, 
so to speak, of cold blood prior to that time. 
That was, say, 200 years ago. Since then, of 
course, they have safeguarded and cherished 
the development of the Thoroughbred, and justly 
so. There is no one in the world to whom I 
would bow in safeguarding the merit and purity 
of the Stud Book and maintenance of its purity 
must be adhered to. 


Now, what of our book. The first volume was 
published in 1868, and covered a period of 66 
years, back to 1802. But we did not start from 
Barbs and royal mares; we_ started almost 
wholly from English registered stallions, and 
mares, insofar as Colonel Bruce could ascertain 
from the prominent horse lovers of the North 
and South who were greatly interested in the 
accuracy and publication of the first Stud Book. 
About 14 Epsom Derby winners amongst many, 
many other Thoroughbreds, have been imported 
to this country. Our book started as a Thor- 
oughbred book. The claim is made that some 
pedigrees were lost in the old days, but it must 
be borne in mind that that was long, long ago, 
and since that time our book has been main- 
tained through many generations and will be 
maintained in the future with the strictest and 
most careful surveillance. 


Looking backward, and if one has the vision 
to do so from a period of two hundred years 
hence, the two books will be almost of the same 
period. I am not thinking in terms of years 
but in terms of Thoroughbred race of horses 
of the world, in the future, and if we do not 
get together, we will grow apart. I want one 
great breed of Thoroughbred the world over, 
mutually recognized, and if this does not result, 
we will have two breeds, and they will grad- 
ually be as far apart as the sun and the moon. 
The result will be unfortunate, not for you and 
me, but for the great race of the Thoroughbred 
horse. 

I have felt for a long time that the English 
blood was pre-eminent in the preservation of 
certain enduring and fundamental attributes 
(we constantly need new importations) and I 
believe that the climate and conditions of the 
British Isies have an inherent ability to main- 
tain these attributes, but I also believe that the 
sunlight and electric atmosphere of America 
produces a condition that gives the sparkle to 
the diamond of Thoroughbred blood. 

I do not want to offend my English friends, of 
whom I have many. I enjoy racing in their 
country enormously, but as a sane proposition 
I hope they can seriously consider the recogni- 
tion of our Stud Book in its entirety, not for 
any selfish reason of our own, but for the sake 
of the Thorougbred. Our records are open to 
them; we would welcome a full investigation. 

It is rather amusing to consider the best 2- 
year-olds of England this year. A fair state- 
ment of the best includes: Abjer, Bala Hissar, 
Mahmoud, Bossover colt, Sansonnet, and Paul 
Beg. Four of these six carry American blood. 
Quashed, the winner of the Oaks and of the 
Jockey Club Cup, one mile and a half and two 
miles and a quarter, carries American blood.

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The winner of last year’s Doncaster Cup, at 
two and a quarter miles, carries American 
blood. These high-class horses will breed on and 
what will be the result? I leave the reason to the 
future, but when I say that they may be as far 
apart as the sun and the moon, it reminds me 
of a negro story. A darkey, asked which was 
the more important, the sun or the moon, im- 
mediately answered, “The moon, because it 
shines when we need the light.”” And it may be 
that our horses would be the moon. 


And now to turn to other subjects, and again 
speaking to the writers. I sincerely wish they 
would lay more emphasis on the sport rather 
than on the price of a mutuel ticket; and it 
would seem to me that the picture of a great 
horse is far more interesting than the picture 
of a lot of youthful jockeys, which probably 
does them more harm than good. Some of our 
writers are making efforts, and excellent efforts, 
to emphasize the breeding of the horses and 
their sterling performances, writing in most 
interesting form. On the other hand, newspapers 
are cluttered with many of the commercial and 
ugly facts, which do not attract the better class 
of readers or persons who would be sound 
supporters of racing. Accuracy and honesty of 
facts is even often disregarded. I say this partly 
in a sense of criticism, but mainly with a de- 
sire to encourage those writers who have the 
vision to see this point of view, and I wish 
others would join them. 


A word about racing as it has been carried 
on this year and as it may develop in the future 
—and, as I have already taken a great deal of 
your time, I shall make it as brief as possible. 
I have the most friendly respect for the racing 
commissioners of the various States, whom I 
know and with whom I have had association, 
and I congratulate them for the manner in 
which they have taken hold and endeavored to 
carry on in a high-class way. I congratulate 
them in their choice of paid stewards, thus de- 
veloping a body of men who are a real credit 
to the sport. However, they must remember 
that they have not gotten hold of a new-born 
baby that can be moulded and twisted and or- 
dered about according to every new whim of 
untried ideas. Most of the “new” ideas are as 
old as the hills. Do not misunderstand me; I 
believe in changes if they mean advance and 
improvement, after careful study, but as one of 
my sport writer friends complimented me by 
calling me a short time ago ‘a gentleman of 
senile virility,” I think I may be permitted to 
say that the advancing age of the Turf is an 
asset rather than a liability. 

It is well to improve the rules of racing when 
one can, but when one says that the rules are 
old-fashioned, I say, “Thank God they are.’”’ Not 
only have they been built up on experience and 
tradition, but it has been the experience and 
tradition of many nations and of many sports- 
men and of many men who have devoted their 
lives to this, and it is such experience that is 
embodied in the rules. When a man travels on 
horseback across a great wide country, he 
should take the well-traveled road until he sees 
clearly. for if he ranges off into the desert he 
will find it replete with gopher holes and conse- 
suent results. So do not be hasty in tampering 
with the rules of racing, and when I say 
tampering, I mean it in the true sense of the 
word.

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fullness in amount of our racing; that no more 
states will join the procession, for we cannot 
stand it, and when I say “we,” I mean the 
horses themselves. Do you realize that during 
this past season there have been approximately 
2,300 racing days, which means in round figures 
16,000 races, or something like 150,000 horse- 
starts per year; 9,470 horses raced last year, an 
average of 15 starts a year for every horse, 
whether he be a cripple or a crock, and from 
the experience of your own stables you know 
that this cannot be increased or go on for long. 
In my stable, with a seemingly sound lot of 
horses, eight of them averaged only one start 
apiece, sd) you can see that the horses them- 
selves can stand no increase in racing. This 
may be encouraging to breeders but it creates 
a dilemma also for them, as we are breeding for 
a period four or five years hence, and we must 
be careful that our inventories do not get too 
large at a time when they may have to be re- 
duced; otherwise, the AAA might come into 
action, or we might have to use the RFC, or 
perhaps the 77-B. 


Now, I know that popular cry: ‘The public 
wants it,’”’ but what is the public, and what does 
it really want? It should, and I believe it does, 
want “real sport.”’ It wants proper conveniences, 
of course, but those are easy to obtain—especi- 
ally at the new tracks. It is difficult to define 
“fine sport.” We know that it is, and we feel 
what it is, and we realize it when we have had 
it, at a meeting. It means the development in 
fine competition of high-class horses, but it does 
not mean necessarily large crowds, big turn- 
over and large fields of platers, most of which 
are run in bandages. Nor does it mean the 
giving of overwhelming purses. I do believe it 
better to build up and maintain substantial 
stakes which slowly weave themselves into 
tradition. 


It is not so hard, however, to define ‘“commer- 
cialism” in racing. That does consist of large 
crowds, big returns, a big take, keeping the 
horses in the paddock for 45 minutes so that 
the play will be large, reduction in distance of 
distance races to obtain bigger fields and more 
betting, special wires into the track, and other 
things which go to satisfy the greed of pro- 
moters as well as the greed of the states for 
taxes, and perhaps the greed of the politicians 
for jobs. The public wants an honest, healthy 
sport, rather than expanding facilities rushing 
into an overwhelming situation which is liable 
to bring results that eventually will become 
most unsatisfactory. The thought underlying 
this rather unpleasant, complicated picture is 
for those interested to consider carefully just 
what the public does want and not to imagine 
too hastily what such things may be, or place 
in that category some profitable, glamorous 
things which it does not want. 


And, speaking to the managers of the tracks 
and the secretaries of associations, do not for- 
get the owners. They are almost the Forgotten 
Men, and they are a very important class. I 
know that the managers of various tracks in 
differing degrees do believe that they make 
many efforts towards this end, but remember 
by supplying the tools. In other words, the 
owners not only are under very heavy expense 
that it is the owners who really put on the show 
in their stables and employ a vast army of men, 
paying them good wages, but they also pay 
They 


very heavy forfeits and starting fees. 
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should always remain a privileged class, and 
there is a feeling that many things could be 
done to add to the happiness of this situation. 


The secretaries should endeavor to get the 
books out earlier and races should be run as 
arranged in the condition book and for which 
horses have been worked, for among the good 
stables there are often a number of horses that 
have to remain in their stalls because there is 
no race in which to place them. It would be 
sound business if future stakes the country over 
were closed on the same date of the various 
months so as to create a customary date of 
closing. I know there are difficult problems, but 
they should be studied day by day, for in these 
times of heavy taxation I think you can see 
that the high-class stables are being cut down, 
and we want such stables to race with freedom, 
for if they do not, the sport will decline. The 
public wants to see the better class horses; it 
wants to see the owners cared for, and as I 
view it, the owners are the most important 
section of the public. 

It is most important that the standard of the 
club house be maintained for it then adds class 
to racing. Probably the managers of race tracks 
all over the country will agree with me and 
say to themselves, “That is just what we do 
at our track.’’ Well and good, and if they do, 
this I say, do it some more and plenty of it. 

I hope you will not think that I am speaking 
by way of reproof or even criticism. Such is 
not the case, but we have reached a point in 
our racing where we must take stock and con- 
sider, and I have felt it incumbent upon me to 
say these things in the friendliest and best of 
spirit, and in the hope and belief that all of us 
have enough sense and enough love of the sport 
and enough desire—and enough couragé—to do 
the right thing, in harmony with one another, 
so that we can all carry on, and make racing 
in America reach a pinnacle which it has never 
yet attained.

Club. After the horses were shipped across the 
country to the Kellogg stud at Pomona, Calif., 
a press release was sent out which concluded: 
“It is believed that the W. K. Kellogg Institute 
can now, more definitely than before, justifiably 
lay claim to being the foremost breeding plant 
of Arabian horses in this country, if not in the 
entire world.”
